Micaiah said, 
As the Lord liveth, even what my 
God saith, that will I speak.* Ile felt 
that he wa- respon-ihle to God and 
that hi- word- -hould he true to 
God. This is true of every man who 
-incerelv minister- at God’s alters, 
lie feels that he ha- no rigid to trim 
the truth to suit his hearers. 
If 
he i- loyal to God he cannot condone 
rhe sin- of men with words of equi­ 
vocation.

Spurgeon said, ‘We are 
allowed to denounce the sins of the 
man-in-the-moon. hut a- to the vices 
of this city of London, if we put our 
linger on them in God’s name, then

ed proprieties arc to take place of 
God Almighty’- truth?

those who have tile courage to tell 
them of their faults. 
Ahab said to 
Elijah. ‘Hast thou found me, O my 
enemy?’ 
Elijah was not an enemy 
of the king. 
Ile was only hostile to 
the king*- -ins. 
Personally he wish­ 
ed Iii- Royal Majesty well. 
He was 
working for his welfare in pointing 
out his sin-.

Acting on this opinion the Secre­ 
tary <>] the Treasury issued an or­ 
der to cu-tom- collectors instructing 
them to make no allowance ut dis­ 
count on duties under tin- provi­ 
sion. 
Importers who had relied on the 
law appealed to the Hoard of Gener­ 
al Appraisers. 
Their ruling result­ 
ed in further confusion and neither 
-ide being satisfied the c a s e 
was 
taken to tin* Court of Customs Ap­ 
peal-, more than a year atter the Jaw 
had passed. 
The Democratic Committee report 
on the five per cent provision defined 
it a s ‘‘a di-crimination in favor of 
American -hipping designed to build

of the prophet to speak frankly and 
«incerely, to be uninfluenced by any 
iiiman consideration. 
Micaiah said, 


'As the Lord liveth, even what my 
God saith. that will I speak.' He felt 
that he was responsible to God and 
that his words should be true to 


rod. 
This is true of every man who 


sincerely ministers at God's alters. 
lie feels that he has no right to trim 
the truth to suit his bearers. 
If 


lie is loyal to God he cannot condone 
the sins of men with words of equi- 
vocation.

"Opposition to plain preaching is 


treasonable. Men ought rather to 
>e angry with their faults than with 
hose who have the courage to tell 
them of their faults. 
Ahab said to 


Elijah. 'Hast thon found me, O my 
enemy?' Elijah was not an enemy 
of the king. He was only hostile to 
he king's sins. Personally he wish- 
•d his Royal Majesty well. He was 
working for his welfare in pointing 
out his sins. 
No minister 
is 
an 


enemy to those he addressed plainly 
and pointedly. He is their 
best 


Treind. He is trying earnestly to get 
hem out of the way of their sin and 
folly. Herod did not take it kindly 
when John the Baptist rebuked him. 
But John was really doing him a 
service. 
Also the modern man of 


God who denounces high and fash- 
ionable sins is trying to do bis gen- 
eration a service. It is as unreason- 
able for them who know the truth to 
oppose him as it was for Herod to 
cut off the head of John the Baptist. 


"Moreover, the man who resists 


plain and pointed preaching gives 
himself away. He betrays the fact 
that the truth has had too close ap- 
plication to Iiim.

State Fire Marshall' Urges Farmers 


to Beware of Lightning Because 


Season For it is Here. 


75 PER CENT IN THE COUNTRY 


Many Fatalities From Fires Which 


Might Have Been Prevented 


Reported in the Stafe. 


Warning to farmers at this time 


of the year to beware of lightning, 
is being given by the 
State 
Fire 


Marshal's department. The spring 
showers, so welcome to the agricul- 
turalist, 
often 
become 
electrical 


storms that mean lire and destruc- 
tion to the exposed farm building. 
Seventy-live per cent, of all light- 
ning losses are in the country. 


Lightning did less damage in 1914 


than perhaps in any recent year in 
Indiana, owing to the 
few 
severe 


electrical disturbances, and also to 
the generally increased 
equipment 


of buildings 
with 
lightning rods. 


There were only four hundred and 
forty-three lightning losses in 
the 


State during last year as compared 
with one thousand and six in 
the 


preceding year. 


Evidence gleaned from investiga- 


tions in Hie State Fire Marshal's de- 
partment shows that the 
lightning 


rod properly placed is certain pro- 
tection. 
Only 
seven 
buildings 


equipped with roils were struck dur- 
ing 1014. In these seven instances, 
however, investigation by assistants 
showed the rods had been up a long 
time without attention or were prop- 
erly grounded. In one or 
two in- 


stances lightning entered 
buildings 


over telephone wires. 


It is interesting to note .that dnr- 


ing the year two authorities 
after 


investigations reported favorably on 
the use of the lightning rod. They 
were'Prof. W. II.

thirty-seven 
children 
were badly 


burned. 


The fire marshal is grappling with

Under the form question as to the 
origin of the fire reported the cause 
is given as "A tireless cooker.'' What 
the fire marshal would like to know 
is what sort of a fire could lie kindl- 
ed by an agent obviously "tireless" 
and the modus operand! thereof.

Question is Now Before Court 
of 


Customs Appeals With Little 


Chance of 
Victory 


Washington May 3.—One of 
the 


classic, blunders of the present ad- 
ministration is now before the Court 
of Customs Appeals and a decision 
is looked for at an early date. 


The Court is expected to inter- 


pret the meaning of the provision in 
the Underwood Tariff bill proposing 
to give a five per cent discount 
in 


customs duties on merchandise im- 
ported in American vessels. 
Thus 


far that clause has failed in its pur- 
pose, just as the tariff measure of 
which it is a part failed to provide 
adequate revenue. 


Enacted October 13,1913, it failed 


on its first test, and that test applied 


too, 
by the then Attorney General 


less than 30 days after the bill was 
signed. 


Xo sooner had the tariff bill been 


presented to the Secretary 
of 
the 


Treasury for administration than a 
doubt arose in his mind as to the 
validity of the five per cent discount 
provision. • lie appealed for advice 
to Attorney 
General He-Reynolds, 


who is now on the Supreme 
Couri 


bench. The provision was pronounc- 
ed inoperative. 


Acting on lliis opinion the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury issued an or- 
der to customs collectors instructing 
them to make no allowance of dis- 
count on duties under this provi- 
sion. 


Importers who had relied on the 


law appealed to the Board of Gener- 
al Appraisers. 
Their ruling result- 


ed in further confusion and neither 
side being satisfied the-case 
was 


taken to the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals, more than a year after the law 
had passed. 


The Democratic Committee report 


on the five per cent provision defined 
it as "a discrimination in favor of 
American shipping designed to build 
up our merchant marine and keep at 
home millions of dollars now being 
paid to foreign vessels to carry our 
products to foreign markets." 


Yet although they fully realized 


-tire ±rennmdotrs importance -of--this 
measure which they said 
involved 


millions of dollars they lacked the 
foresight to consult their own Attor- 
ney General as to the possibility of 
enacting it into law. 
They had a 


vague idea of what they wanted, 
adopted a vague method of trying 
to secure it, and by careless guess 
work threw the whole matter 
into 


the courts. 


Furthermore, even if the principle 


of discrimination had not been ques- 
tioned by the Attorney General the 
provision was 
so clumsily drafted 


that three different 
interpretations 


have been placed upon it. Counsel 
for the importers claimed one inter 
pretation. 
government 
attorneys 


claimed another and the Board of 
General Appraisers furnish a third 
different from all. 


During the debate in Congress on 


this provision, Republican members 
repeatedly warned 
the 
Democrats 


that, quite apart from its policy, its 
phraseology was 
meaningless and 


should be corrected to become effec- 
tive. 


It was so much breath j.wasted: 


The majority stubbornly refused to 
accept either caution, suggestion or 
amendment. 
The result has 
been 


that this very important clause has 
thus far proven mere useless verbi- 
age, except to cause litigation and 
expense to all concerned. About the

REQUIREMENTS MADE 


All Dishes and 
Utensils Must be 


Washed by Rinsing in Cold 


Water, Inspector Says. 


Here goes a thrust at 
the 
ice 


cream soda straw. 
It must go or 


else consent to be covered 
up 
in 


some suitable container out of the 
way of all contaminating dust. 
The 


order comes from the slate food and 
drug inspector. Dr. H. E. Barnard, 
who. instruct all pure food inspec- 
tors and county and city 'health offi- 
cers to enforce the order. 


A large number of soda dispen- 


sers here already have containers 
for the attractive little straw, but 
some of the dealers have none, but 
persist in permitting the straws to 
go unconfined where they can col- 
lect about a ton of germs and dust 
every half day. 


There are a number of other re- 


quirements that are set forth in a 
circular letter that Dr. Barnard has 
sent to the health officers throughout 
the state. 
In speaking of the soda 


fountain 
question, 
Dr. Barnard 


states: 
"In order that the sale of 


ice cream, sodas and soda fountain 
sundries may be conducted 
under 


sanitary conditions and in conform- 
ity with the laws of the state, 
the 


operators of ice cream parlors and 
soda fountains are hereby instructed 
that all such goods may be dispens- 
ed only in 
sterile containers. To 


this end it is ordered that nil soda 
fountains and ice cream parlors be 
provided with facilities for washing 
dippers, glasses, spoons and serving 
dishes and operated under a num- 
ber of special conditions." 


The first of these special condi- 


tions is that there be an adequate 
supply of 
pure 
water. Then all 


dishes and utensils shall be washed 
by rinsing in cold water. 
The use 


of paper cups and linings 
will be 


permitted. .By the latter statement 
it is meant that paper linings, with- 
out "bottoms, are permitted to be in- 
terested in glasses.

so 


snugly that the customer is hardly 
aware that the same is being used. 


Refrigerators at soda 
fountains 


shall be kept clean by washing with 
Jiot ^vater;__a_nd soap or witli washing 
powder. 
Employees of 
ice 
cream 


parlors and soda fountains shall be 
cleanly in person and 
dress, 
free 


from infectious and contagions dis- 
eases and trained in the conduct of 
their work. All of the requirements 
enumerated above arc well observed 
by the dealers in this 
city.

The last named requirement in the 


list sent out by Dr. Barnard requests 
that as soon as empty ice cream, 
milk and cream cans shall be rinsed 
in cold water. 
This means just lit- 


erally what it says. The can must 
be rinsed as soon as empty and must 
not be left dirty for an hour or two.
